in its publication "Show". The appointee tnen joined one 
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Field Enterprises which position he currently holds. 

WAYS stated that he has maintained contact 
with the appointee and considers the appointee to be 
of good character and reputation* possessing reputable 
associates and loyal to the United States. His 
basic political ideology follows that of one of the 
major political parties. He stated the appointee 
is stable* well adjusted* can do a vast amount of 
work* is an exceedingly able journalist and has more 
energy and intelligence than most individuals.
